Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same. 


Article 3. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the Abbie Greenleaf library and for the salary 
of the librarian. 


Article 4. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day and to choose an agent to re- 
ceive the same. 


Article 5. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the maintainence of highways and bridges and 
to apply on the town debt. 


Article 6. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for cement sidewalks. 

Article 7. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for lighting the streets the ensuing year. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to increase the elec- 
tric plant by the addition of another set and any other needed 
apparatus and material, and raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary funds for the same, and if necessary to choose an agent 
or committee to have charge of said matter. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to have a liquor 
agent. 

Artile 10. To hear the reports of committees and agents 
and to transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore the meeting.
